Washington, June 11. — President 


Roosevelt, it is said, will enter upon 
another, task which mi.y attract world- 
wide attention and lead to prolonged 
discussion in this country. He pro- 
poses the government ownership of 
such coal and oil lands as have not al- 
ready passed to private or corporate 
ownership. He will endeavor to pre- 
vent another acre of land having coal 
or petroleum deposits from passing 
out of the control of the government 
so far as the fee is concerned. 


With this- end in view he designs to 


withdraw from entry about ^O.OOO.OU'J 
acres of the public domain which has 
not been taken up, and which ars 
known to contain coal, oil or othar 
mineral deposits. These lands are sit- 
uated In the states of Colorado, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Utah, Oregon, Washington, 
Montana and the territories of New 
Mexico, Arizona, Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory. The president Is taking 
this step to prevent the fuel supply of 
the country from.being monopolized. 


Conference report on statehood will 


be taken up in the United States sen 
ate Tuesday, and much Interest Is felt 
in the subject. The report will pfob 
ably be called up by Senator Bevcr 
idge, in 'charge of the report, but. Sen 
ator Foraker has given notice that If 
the friends of the report do not move 
in that, direction he will do so., There 
is a prospect of animated discussion .of 


the report on IJs'IinerUs. and undoubt 
edly considerable time will be required 
[or the determination of the question 
Senator Foraker will lead a fight to 
prevent agreeing to the committee's 
report.

session, when most of the blunders 
were committed, another case of too 
much delay during the session and too 
much hurry at the close. 


Commissioner Jones said it is prob-

Exports to that country have 


grown from about $5,000,000 in the 
calendar year 1895 to over $55,000,000 
in the fiscal year 1905, and imports 
from that country from $27,500,000 in 
1895 to nearly $51,000,000 in 1905. The 
growth in exports from the United 
States to Japan and China, says the 
bulletin, has been a remarkable fea- 
ture in our export trade in the last 
decade.
